Cost of Gas On The Upgrade 


By a 3-2 vole, the Cali¬ 
fornia Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission granted ScutheiT. 
California Gas Corap any 
authority to increase rates 
$17.9 million, or 2.7 per cent, 
a year. 

Bat gas bills for ino.st 
residential customers will 
actually be decreased. 

In keeping with the PUC’s 
lifeline policy, none of the 
increase will be applied to 
bills of residential customers 
who can conserve enough 
gas to meet the lifeline 
quantities established by the 
PUC in July. 

Those quantities are 81 


therms per month during 
the six-month heating per¬ 
iod between November and 
April and 26 therms during 
the rest of the year. 

ETven residential .users 
with somewhat higher con¬ 
sumption will realize some 
saving under the recent or¬ 
der. 

Bills for a typical resi¬ 
dential usage pf 100 terms 
per month in the winter In 
densely populated areas will 
go down about one per cent, 
from $15.80 to $15.66. 

The new rates became ef¬ 
fective November 3.

Fay Douglas, 72 year old 
president of the Taxpayers 
Revolt Association, Los An¬ 
geles County (TRALAC), is 
training to "bike for lower 
taxes.” And she is not alone

Q. — I have some shares 
of Asarco corporation which 
I brought earlier in the year 
for about $22 a share. The 
stock has come down while 
most other stocks have hold 
steady or gone up. I talked 
to my advisor about selling 
it and he said that .he 
thought it would be a vic¬ 
tim of tax selling from now 
to the end of the year and 
that he thought Td be bet¬ 
ter off not selling it until 
after the end of the year. 
Could you explain what tax 
selling is and how one com¬ 
pany rather than another 
becomes a candidate for 
tax sale. 

A. — Selling securities for 
tax purposes is done usually 
to establish a loss that car 
be used to reduce the tax on 
other income. For instance, 
say during the year you sold 
a stock and had a taxable 
long-term gain of $2,000. At 
the same time, you have “x" 
stock on hand which if you 
sold, you would have a less 
of $1,500. By selling that 
stock, you would have a 
realized loss of $1,500 which, 
on your tax return, could be 
used to reduce the $2,000 
gain from the earlier sale to 
a net taxable gain of ,iust 
$500. Your sale of "x" stock 
was a tax sale to establish 
your loss so yoiu could use 
it to offset taxable income.

to be subject to heavy tax 
selling if earlier in the year 
quite a large amount of it 
has been traded and it has 
then dropper substantially in 
price. If the drop takes place 
in less than six months, the 
tax selling may be more in¬ 
tense because of the people 
who will want a short-term 
capital loss. In the case of 
your stock it sold in the 
twenties and then declined to 
the 1516 area. The people 
who bought in the twenties 
would find the stock a good 
candidate for a tax sale be¬ 
cause many would have a 
loss of $500 to $800 in each 
100 shares they owned. In 
the case of this particular 
company, it is affected by 
the demand for copper, zinc, 
and several other metals 
whose prices have been 
weak and I suspect your ad¬ 
visor is also counting on 
those prices being better 
after the first of the year. 

<3. — A friend was telling 
me one of the most impor¬ 
tant things I should recog¬ 
nize about stock prices right 
at this time, is "Inflation 
lag.” Could you explain this 
to me. 

A. — Stocks generally are 
one of the best places you 
can put yctur nioney to .hedge 
against inflation. In every 
very long business cycle, 
where Inflation reaches a 
crest, however, there is a 
period following where pub¬ 
lic confidence in stocks and 
our business system is at a 
very low ebb and where 
stocks have dropped well be¬ 
low their normal values. 
While business recovers and 
earnings move on to new 
levels in line with the new 
price levels set by the re¬ 
cently receded infla 11 o n, 
stock prices are slow to 
catch up, — sometimes it 
takes a period of years. 
This is the period of “in¬ 
flation lag” in stock prices. 
It is the period which we 
are now in. 

Eventually, as public con¬ 
fidence Incncas e s, stock 
prices move up to a normal 
relationship with earnings 
which are then in higher 
dollar figures because of in¬ 
flation. This phenomena and 
eleven others are discussed 
in a booklet on “Inflation 
Investing” published by the 
National Association of In- 
vestmeit Club for $2. Send 
us your check and we’ll 
send you a copy. 

Q. — I purchased 1,000 
shares of the National Se¬ 
curity Growth Fund In 1961. 
All of the capital gains and 
dividends have been rein¬ 
vested and I now have 2.578 
shares. It hasn’t made much 
progress, and I don’t get 
much income. Should I con¬ 
tinue to hold, hoping for im¬ 
provement or should I sell 
cut and try to get more in¬ 
come for retirement? 

A. — First let’s consider 
the quality of the security 
you hold. Compared with 


ether “Growth” funds it 
seems to have done fairly 
well. The following tabic 
shows how much the Stan 
dard and Poor’s 425 Indus¬ 
trial Averages have changed 
in recent years, and shows 
the way the value of your 
fiund changed in the same 
period. Also for comparison, 
we have shown how one of 
the best growth funds has 
done. 

For 1972, S & P averages 
up 5.3%, your fund, up 
22.5%, and top performing 
growth fund, up 21.3; 1973. 
down 37.0%, down 25.371, 
down 11.4%: 1974, down 

.33.0%, down 33.4%, down 
28.371: 1975, up 30.0%, up 
33.6%, up 18.7%: eight 
months of 1976, up 12.3%, 
up 11.0%, and up 11.2%. 

Your fund has done bet¬ 
ter than the averages and 
it would appear that com¬ 
pared with other funds of 
the same characteristics, it 
has done well. I would not 
suggest changing funds. 

As concerns switching lo 
another investment where 
you would have a higher in¬ 
come, I would be inclined to 
wait awhile. 'The past years 
of Inflation have not as yet 
worked themselv e s into 
stock prices. This s.hould 
take place in the next few 
years and when It does, you 
should see a substantially 
higher price on your fund[s 
shares. You have held this 
fund through several do^vn 
years and now that there is 
a prospect of higher stock 
prices, I’d wait a year or 
two longer. Once you see the 
price of your shares im¬ 
prove 40 to 50 per cent, then 
I’d sell and put the money 
into a higher income se¬ 
curity.

A Necessary Review! 

A total review of the county department of superin¬ 
tendent of schools has been asked toy Supervisor Ke,i- 
neth Hahn in order to halt the skyrocketing costs of the 
department over the past five years. 

Since the 1971-72 fiscal year, Hahn saldi, the budget 
of the County Superintendent of Schools and County Board 
of Education has risen 318 per cent anl the number of 
employees by 118 per cent. 

“This is more than any department of the county, 
except the small senior citizens affairs unit,” Hahn said. 

The Board of Education became a separate uinit of 
government by act of the state legislature in 1271. It 
has its own tax rate. 

“Although, the Board of Supervisors appoints the 
members of the Board of Education, it has Independent 
responsibility for the county sohool system,” Hahn said. 

In a motion pending before the Board of Supervisors, 
Hahn is asking Chief Administrative Officer Harry Hufford, 
the County Board of Educatiem and the County Eccmoniy 
and Efficiency Commission to “evaluate the functions 
and responsibilities of the (bounty Superintendent of 
Sdhools and County Board of Education.” 

Specific areas to be reviewed include the possibility 
of transferring some state-mandated functimis to the 95 
school district of the county.

More money was deposited 
by the State Board of Equal¬ 
ization on November 1 than 
on any single we^day it.

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Elqualization, 
reported that more than 
$174 million was processed 
and deposited by board em¬ 
ployees between 8 a.m. and 2 
p.m. the day before the elec¬ 
tion.
